BENGAL^ as the seal of the BritUU goveriunent ia 
India^ and ilie center of a great part of the commerce of 
liie £ast> mast be viewed as a conntiy of lery great im« 

portnucc. Its soil is fertilcj population great, and

the necessary intercourse mbsisting between iti inhabit 
tants and those of other countries who visit its ports, is 

.tupidly iucreu&iug. A knowledge of the language of 
this ^ountiy lAist therefore be a veiy desirable object. 

The pleasure vvhich a person feels In being able to con" 

verse upon any subject with those who have occasion to 

visit him is very great. Many of the natives of this 

« 

country who are conversant with Europeans arc men of 
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great respectability, well informed upon a variety of sub- 
jects both commeicial ar.d literary, and able to iiiipa: t ia- 
formatioQ upon many important subjects. Indeed hus- 
bandmen, laooarers, and people in the lowest stations^ 
fire often able to give that infoniuitioii on local aHairs 
which every friend of science would be proud to obtain. 
To this may be added, that to be ahic to trau.^act any kind 
of business without tlic intervention of an interpreter will 
of itself amply repay any one for the labour of learning 
a langupgc. This apjilii.s with pccaliar force in the im- 
portant concerns of administering justice, coUectin!^ the 
reyeaucii, preventing impiMitions and misimdcrstaudiug« 
in commercial afiairs, &c. &c. 

A beuevolent man feels much pleasure in making ei4« 
quiritii into and relieving the distreascs of^ilicrs. But la 
a foreign country he must be unable to do this, to his own 
'B&iiBifection, unless he have obtained tuc language ; for 
should be attempt to do it through the medium of tcc- 
vanta he will be liable to innumerable impositions. 

The advantages of being able to communicate asefhl 
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knowledge to heathens with whom we have a daily intctf» 
course^ and to imprc^.s upon them sentiments of moruiity 
and religion^ arc confessedly very important. Indeed 
the high gratification which must arise from being able to 
contiibatc in any degree to the liappiness of a body of 

people supposed to be equal to the whole population of 
Great Britaiuj can hardly fail to rccoinmend the more ge- 
neral study of the Bengalcn, a language which is spoken 
lirom the sea in the south, to the mountains of Bhotan in 
the aorth^ and from the holders of Ilam^ar to Ava* 

It has been supposed by some that a knowledge of the 
Htndoostannt language is sufficient for every purpose of 
business in any part of India. This idea^ however, can* 
not be supposed to apply to Bengal, in whicli ILndoo- 
stanni is almost as much a foreign language as the French 
in tiic other countries of Europe. In ail the courts of jus- 
tice the poor nsnally give their evidence in Bengalee^ 
The higher clases would do so if they conid benndcr- 
5iood. All bonds, leases, and other agreements or in- 
|Cnunents, are generally written in this Uogoage. The 
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cater part of those persons with whom a Euiopean is 
coiiceraed especially in the colleccion of the revenue^ and 
in comiuerciai undertakings^ speak only tiie Bengalee. 
"W ith a few exceptions, those who have a smattering of 
Ilmdoo'itunnt jspcak it too imperfectly to express their 
«ci)tii:u*als with precision. 

The Bengalee may he considered as more nearly allied 
to tlic Si/ii^i'kiit tlian any of the oilier languages of India, 
for though it contains many words of Persian and Arabic 
orij^ia^ yet the iur greater nmnber are pure Stiugskrit, 
la xhii lang^iage aUt^ word^ con be compounded with 
such facilityj and to such au ext^nt^ as to convey ideas 
with tlie utmost preeision, a eircumsianee which adds 

much to its copiousness. On these, and many other ac-« 
counts, it may he esteemed one of the*most expressive 

Janguagcs of the Eaiit. 

Since the first cuitton of this work was published^ the 

writer has had an c^iijcrtunity of out-'/inini^ a more accu- 
rate knowledge pf this language. The result of his ap* 
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pliCuLiOii to it lie has endeavoured to ^ive in the fcilow- 
iog pages^ which, on account of the variations from ike 
former edition^ may be esteemed a new work.
